E 


LECTIONS will be held to-day in Iowa, Mary- 


land, Massachusetts, Nebraska, Ohio, New 


-Jersey and Pennsylvania and the results will be 
watched with more than ordinary interest. In all 
•il th* States mentioned except Maryland, there 
w«e Republican majorities at the last election, and 
iu most of them so large that reversal in them would 
indicate such a sudden change of political sentiment 
as has seldom, if ever, been manifested, in the po- 
litical history of the co'untry 
The best that caft be 


hoped lor perhaps, is such a falling off in the major- 
ities as will indicate that the leaven is working and 
that the trend is in the right direction and that a 
proportional improvement in the next three years 
will bring them into the anti-imperialistic column at 
the presidential election in 1904 — with a gratifiing 
result in the matter of congressional representation 
in 1902. 


In Massachusetts the Democracy is harmonious, 


aud with Hon. Josiah Quoney at the head of the 
ticket for Governor, it ma> be confidently predicted 
that the old Bay State will make a satisfactory 
stowing in the reduction of the conceded Republi- 
can majority. In Pennsylvania the election is en- 
tirely upon State issues. The contest is between 
the Quay ring and the opponents of that infamous 
clique. Although the Democrats will be aided by a 
considerable reinforcement of the best Republicans 
in the State, the overwhelming majority of last year, 
with the almost limitless pecuniary resources of the 
plunderers will piobabl> prevail against the friends 
of reform.

cratic gubernatorial nominee has the confidence of 
the masses their uneasiness is evidently well found 
ed. Even Republican success bv a marked decreas- 
ed majority in the Btuke>e State would be a great- 
er encouragement to the Democracy of the nation

colored advocate oi his race, at the White 


House, has caused general criticism pro and con 
throughout the country, the views of Abraham Lin- 
coln upon the subject, ca:mot at the present time be 
devoid of interest to the general reader. In a little 
volume entitled ' Abraham Lincoln, his Book" fur- 
nisned to a candidate for the legislature in Illinois, 
when Mr. Lincoln was making hib lamotis canvass 
against Stephen A. Douglas ior the United States 
Senatorship, is the following extract from one of his 
speeches delivered during the campaign: 


"I have no purpose to introduce political and 


social equality between the white and the black 
races. There is a physical difference between the 
two, v»hkv in my judgment will probably forever 
jorbnl tht.r living together upon the footing of per- 
iect equality, and inasmuch as.it becomes a necessi- 
ty that there must be a difference, I, as well as Judge 
Douglas, am in favor of the race to which I belong, 
having the superior position. I have never said 
anything to the contrary, but I hold that notwith- 
standing all this there is no reason in the world why 
the uegro is not entitled to all the natural rights 
enumerated in the Declaration of Independence, 
the tight of lite, hbertv and the pursuit of happi- 
ness." 


Mr. Lincoln evidently distinguished between po- 


litical and natural rights and naturally manifested 
preference for his own race, and also that social 
equality .was not necessary to the negro to insure 
him all of his political rights. In other words, he 
believed that the government's duty extended only 
IP insuiance ot such rights as come nitbin its prov- 
inde, the social question being outside ol it and en- 
tirety subject to c us lorn and individual taste and 
preference.

than the total capital of all the nationa 
banks of the United States. Is this noi 
a record to bo proud of? Does this no 
show that tlu> race Joes not always be- 
long to thi- swift? Does tills not prove 
that it Is often wisi\to make the race 
of the tortoise ratlu-r than the hare' 
We think so. So commence your sys- 
tematic savings at once, good people 
Immediately .after the subject has been
